Required Qualifications: The position requires a high school diploma or equivalent. To qualify for a higher 
rate of pay, applicants must have either: (i) one year (30 semester or 45 quarter hours) of education beyond 
high school; or (ii) one year of general work experience designing exhibits using graphic, vector, and 
audiovisual media, or other work that indicates the possession of, or the ability to acquire, the knowledge and 
skills needed to perform the duties of the position. Applicants must be able to work at least 15 hours per 
week from Monday through Friday, 8:30 AM – 5:00 PM. More than one position may be filled.  
 
Conditions of Employment: Must be a U.S. citizen or lawful permanent resident seeking U.S. citizenship.
